Kentucky Pooling 

Statute Attacked. 

The fate of tobacco pooling asso- 
ciations as well as other farmers' 
organizations, organized to get bet- 
ter prices, will come before the 
Supreme Court at Washington in 
October, when an attack will be 
made upon the constitutionality of 
the Kentucky statute legalizing 
tobacco pooling organizations. It 
also is claimed to be in conflict 
with the Sherman anti-trust law. 

The joint tobacco commission of 
Congress, investigating the effect 
of foreign governmental purchases 
of American tobacco, is consider- 
ing a proposal to recommend to 
Virginia and Carolina tobacco 
growt rs the formation of pooling 
organizations similar to those in 
Kentucky as the only method of 
getting a living price out of their 
tobacco crop. Should theSupreme 
Court annul the Kentucky statute, 
the pooling idea might not be avail- 
able to the Virginia and Carolina 
growers. 

The exact status of tobacco pool- 
ing organizations has never been 
before the Supreme Court. It is 
said that the decision in the case 
will apply equally to all farmers 
alliances formed to gel better 
prices.

The Missing Ingredient. 

"The building of good roads is 
vitally a question of proner con- 
struction. Tho building of wagon 
roads is an engineering problem 
just as much as the building of a 
railroad. It involves all the ele- 
ments of the latter. A good road 
must be properly located, it must' 
be well constructed, it must be | 
maintained. The first element of 
a good road is a good foundation, 
then proper construction; then the 
road must have sufficient crown to 
carry off the water to the side 
ditches. The surface should be 
made as impervious as the mate- 
rials at hand will permit in order 
that it may shed the water. The 
surface has been called the roof of 
the road. It must be properly 
drained by ditches at the sides. 
These are problems which require 
the services of supervision or ad- 
vice of expert engineers. A rail- 
road would not permit a crowd of 
farmers to lay its grade or build 
its line. The building of a road 
involves the same engineering 
problems. Happily, however, the 
era of inefficiency is pas} apd the 
era of efficiency of good roads has 
arrived." — Milwaukee Sentinel. 

At the legislative session of 1912 
Kentucky gave recognition to these 
facts by creating a good roads bu- 
reau. It deprived the "bureau of 
its largest opportunity for effective 
service by failing to vote State 
aid for good roads. However, the 
machinery necessary to road con- 
struction and maintenance on sci- 
entific lines is now here. State 
aid is alone needed to set it in mo- 
tion. With State aid there will 
not ODly be a beginning of road 
building in every county in the 
State, but the roads built will be 
of a unforra standard of excellence. 

For the first time since the early 
part of the Nineteenth century, 
when the State aid plan was fol- 
lowed in the Bluegrass, the pipit 
of Kentucky are in a position to 
secure good roads in return for 
the money expended, provided 
State aid is voted. In the interim 
they have been forced to sit by 
while the money raised by local 
taxation was expended in the form 
of a mud tax. 

They are to vote this fall on a 
Constitutional amendment to au- 
thorize the use of convict labor in 
building of public roads, a form 
of labor that has been proved 
cheap and efficient in the dozen or 
more States in which it is employ- 
ed. With convict labor, with 
State aid, with the standard of 
road construct iou and maintenance 
uniform in every county, there is 
nothing that could stand between 
the people of Kentucky and good 
roads save the refusal of the Gov- 
ernor and the General Assembly 
to grant such uid. It is up to the 
press and the people of Kentucky 
to convince their representatives 
that such refusal will not be good 
politics.— Louisville Time*.

The Wonderful Etawah 

To Trot At Lexington. 

Etowah, the most discussed 3 
year-old trotter of 1913, will be 
put to the supreme test on Tues- 
day, October 7, the second day of 
the Kentucky Trotting Horse 
Breeders' Association's forty-first 
annual race meeting at Lexington. 
Etawah is going to start in the 3- 
year-old division of the $21,000 
Kentucky Futurity which is to be 
decided on that day, and which for 
twenty years has been regarded 
throughout the world as the three- 
year-old trotting championship 
race. 

Etawah is a truly wonderful race 
horse, and there is justification for 
the expectation of many close ob- 
servers of the sport that he may- 
lower the world's record of 9:044 
for trotters of his age made at Lex- 
ington by Colorado E., October 15, 
1910. Etawah is a small bay colt 
not quite 15 hands, with sound 
legs and almost sightless eyes, but 
with a wonderfully smooth way of 
going. In a word, he issomething 
decidedly out of the ordinary — a 
horse that every trotting devotee 
wants to see. 

He is by Al Stanley 2:08i, dam 
Alicia Arion, a mare that had no 
record but could trot a mile around 
2:16. Bred by J. D. Hooper at 
Murfreesboro, Tenn., he was bro- 
ken and trained fi;om the time he 
was a yearling by Ben Whitehead, 
and first came into notice on the 
half mile tracks last spring. White- 
head won the three-year-old trot- 
ting sweepstakes at North Kandall 
with him, and after he had won the 
race in2:l0i and 2:091, defeating 
Peter Johnston, Sweet Alice and 
other stars, Frank G. Jones, the 
wealthy Memphis sportsman, 
bought him and put him in the 
string of the veteran Edward F. 
Gears. Driven by Mr. Gears he 
won the Horseman Futurity at 
Kalamazoo, Mich., la 2:084, 2:08* 
and 2:09i, the fastest three heats 
ever trotted by a three-year-old. 
At Detroit Mr. Gears started him 
against the aged horses Densmore, 
Ecliomore, Fan Patch. Lady G rat- 
tan and Baron Penn, and he de- 
feated them in 2:07i, 2:08i, 2:08i, 
still further lowering the world's 
three heat record for three-year- 
old trotters. 

However, as good as he is, it is 
Dot a certainty that he will win the 
great Kentucky Futurity, for there 
are over 60 eligibles to that race, 
and out of that number it is to be 
expected there will be several colts 
with excellent chances of success, 
though they now be virtually un- 
known qu antities.

Covrr Crops. 

Kentucky is a land largely made 

up of rolling, hilly, or even moun- 
tainous areas with most of its soil 
of a clay formation. These two 
conditions present a most favora- 
ble combination for washing and 
in nearly every part of the Stale 
one becomes impressed with tho 
terrible damage done annually by 
the gullying of sloping arers caus 
ed by heavy rains. Corn is Ken- 
tucky's favorite crop, especially 
from the standpoint of area plant- 
ed, and this crop after the thor- 
ough loosening of the soil from 
cultivation during Jhe summer 
leaves the ground in perfect condi- 
tion for washing and subsequent 
gullying. The most effective way 
of preventing this great damage 
to our farms is by never leaving 
these cultivated areas open to the 
heav.v rains of fall and winter, this 
heing prevented by providing 
some growing crop to cover the 
ground during these seasons. 

The plant most in favor as a 
cover crop in«this State is rye. 
This is because of the relative 
cheapness of seed, the lateness at 
Which rye can bS sown, the com- 
parative certainty of getting a 
stand, its degree immunity to win- 
ter freezing, and'the pasture which 
the crop furnishes before plowing 
under preparatory to the next 
year's crop. 

Bye as a cover crop may be 
sown in the corn field tiny time 
from September fifteenth to Octo- 
ber fifteenth, the earlier seeding 
often furnishing good late fall anil 
winter pasture. It would be an 
excellent practice if each farmer 
would annually sow enough rye as 
a regular crop to provide sufficient 
seed for planting all ureas on the 
farm which otherwise would be 
left naked during the winter. 

Doubtless the only short coming 
of rye as a cover crop is that it 
does not feed upon nitrogen taken 
directly from the air and hence 
udda more of this Nimble element 
i>f plant food to the soil. We must 
'look to the so-called leguminous 
plants to perform this function 
Hairy, or winter vetch perhaps 

•est supplements this need, and 
can be successfully grown with 
r .ve by reducing the quantity of 
■ ye seed and sowing during Sep 
lember, preferably not later than 
i he fifteenth of that month. Rye 

md vetch utter mixing can be 
sown from thegrain drill, in which 

use from two to three pecks of 
rye and about twenty pound of 
vetch per sere should be used. 
A' inter vetch has a sdim stem, 
leaflets somewhat resembling those 
of alfalfa in shape, and a blue 

lustering blossom which appear 
■liortlv before the ripening of the 
rye. Its reclining nature makes the 
rye of great benefit in its support 
tor with its tendrils the vetch 

limbs nearly to the full height of 

he rye. The feeding value of 
>etch is excellent and more Ken 

ucky farmers should test its 
merit as a cover crop, with rye.

It 
I then taken to the factory lo unuVr- 
;o certain processes. The finished 
product is used for flavoring confec- 
tionery and beer, as well as entnrincr 
into the makeup of many kimls of 
tobacco. Some idea of the extent of 
the industry may be gathered when 
it is slated that, on an average, 8,000 
tons of dry licorice root is shipped 
from Aleppo annually, while Basrdad 
yields another 6.000 tons, Antioch 
4,000. and Damascus 500 tons. With 
the exception of the Damascus out- 
put, the whole trade is in the hands 
of a single firm.
